The college library grows through all sorts of strange procedures. It 


grows throuch the purchase of duplicates for instructional purposes, and these 


duplicates are often retained after the instructional purpose has been served, 


It crows through the bequests of alumni or retired members of the faculty whose 


devotion to the institution surpasses their bibliographical skill. liost of our 
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libraries are loaded down, for example, with volumes of sermons which are in- 


cluded because the author belonged to the church which founded the institution. 


Or if our ancestry is civil instead of ecclesiastical, our shelves are stuffed 


with political orations made by the servants of our own states, to say nothing 


of the collection of "reports." 


‘uch worse is the havoc wrought when libraries pursue special collections 


These collections are enshrined in a fine room, often 


for prestige purposes. 


as seldom entered as the de luxe mausoleum in the cemetery. Sometimes the cause 


of education is more seriously injured by the use of their contents than by their 


neglect. The meaningless and mediocre works of a local or regional author are 


glorified as a special collection, appropriately housed in a magnificent room. 


But much worse than the librarians, worse even than presidents, is the fac- 


ulty in its influence on the srowth of the library. In most institutions today 


the professor considers the development of the library solely in terms of his 


individual needs. Neither he nor his colleazues plan the future of the library 


in terms of the institution's needs. At the best he will see that the library 


is equipped for study in his owm field; at the worst he orders enormous sets of 


duplicates which are in effect library textbooks and which as such may have some 


instructional justification, then changes the orders each year = unless he him- 


He clamors for the library 


self has written a textbook in that particular field. 


to build up a collection to suit his personal needs and then carries it off a 


book at a time to his owm office. He favors decentralized libraries, while the 


sciences and the various fields of scholarship today become more and more inti- 


mately interrelated. I sympathize with the professor's motives, but I cannot 


describe his habits as cooperative. 


But much more dangerous to the cause of library planning is the professor's 


library creed.

One of my fricnds recently told me with considerable pride that his library 


would soon have more volumes than any other university library in his region. 


He said, "we will no longer have to say ‘we are next to the biggest library,' 


we Will be the biggest." 


The climination of institutional competition in this area is in my judgment 


essential to the improvement of coliege and university libraries. The dream 


university of the future will possess or participate in four libraries. Of 


course this is my dream library - I am frank to confess you might have one with 


six. I am willing to settle for four. 


The first would be a college or gencral cducation library, housed in a 


building designed for that purpose, and containing, I would say, not more than 


50,000 volumes. I assume that the college has from 1000 to 5000 students. But 


if it has 20,000 it will not need four times 50,000 volumes. The volume needs 


of the general college library are relatively small and the way that colleges 


point «vith pride to tremendous numbers of volunces in their book collections 


fails to recognize the facts of lift. 


The second library in a university would be a rescarch library, housed in 
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a building designed for the purpose, one in which the individual graduatc stu- 


dent or professor is emancipated into the stacks, but controlled scrupulously 


at the exit. Such a library can have a fixed number of volumes forever. It 


should be the current research library. It should have in it the volumes that 


are essential to the pursuit of research in the decade in which it is operating. 


It should not trv to contain the reserves for the future, nor to perpetuate the 


catastrophes of the past. Since no one knows exactly how to establish the size 


of a fixed cciling r.scarch library, I tentatively suggest 1,000,000 volumes 


because that is large cnough to sound biz and impressivc, but not too large 


I think, to be housed in a building that will not dwarf the other monuments on 


the campus. 


This will end forever this rat race of constantly building additional 


wings and maintaining everything as if ever; book in tne library were going to 


be called for tomorrow and had to be delivered to a professor within 10 minutes. 


I recognize, of cours., that the professor wants the book the second he thinks 


of it.

STUDY CARRELS 


The Library now has a total of twenty-seven carrels for the use of faculty 
and graduate students, for study an? research. They have not been assigned 

specifically to individuals but are, rather, available to all who desire a quiet 
nook for either an hour or two a dav, or for continuous day-long study. 


There are always some vacant carrels each period of the day. Any faculty 
member or sraduate student is free to avail himself of the periodic or contin=- 
uous use of these study carrels without any restrictions at present, and may 

retain study materials on the carrel shelf provided for the purpose. 


In order to obtain maximum use, the Library is urging the faculty to en- 
courage their graduate students to utilize the carrels for study rather than the 
main reading room in order to relieve the seating congestion there.

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CLOSING THE GAPS 


European Scientific Periodical Sets 


During the war the export of periodicals from the usual sources in western 
Europe was largely cut off. The Germans, naturally did not wish their scientific 
periodicals circulated in the countries of their enemies, but agents of our gov= 
ernment in Switzerland secured copies (one of each issue was enough) and sent 
them by air to this country. Here they were reproduced by photographic printing 
and sent to the libraries subscribing to them. Consequently libraries maintain- 
ing files of the German scientific periodicals came to the end of the war with 


files complete. 


Since that date, difficulties of publication and transmission have rendered 
the securing of the same titles much more difficult than in wartime. As to the 
countries occupied by the Germans, it was usually impossible for the publications 
to be delivered, and many periodicals ceased publication during the war, The 
general disorganization of the post-war period slowed the resumption of publica- 
tions Many periodical files therefore, have extensive gaps. By the first of 

the present year, conditions seemed to favor resumption of the subscriptions and 


the filling of the wartime and postewar gaps, 


The following have been subscribed to, and orders have been issued for the 
missing back files. Two years or more may be required to secure all the numbers 
now lacking. Over $1600.00 will be necessary to bring these files up to date.

EQUATION OF PERSONAL TASTE... 


If any one finds that he never reads serious literature, if all his reading 
is frothy and trashy, he would do well to try to train himself to like books 
that the general agreement of cultivated and soundthinking persons has placed 
amonz the classics. It is as discreditable to the mind to be unfit for sustained 
mental ef.ort as it is to tne body of a young man to be unfit for a sustained 
physical effort. let man or woman, young man or girl, read some good author, 

say Gibbon or llacaulay, until sustained mental effort brings power to enjoy the 
books worth enjoyinz. when this has been achieved the isan can soon trust himself 
to pick out for himself the particular sood books which appeal to him, 


The equation of personal taste is as powerful in reading as in eating; and 
within certain broad limits the matter is tierely one of individual preference, 
having nothing to do with the quality either of the book or of the reader's mind. 
A man with a real fondness ior books of various kinds will find that his varying 
moods determine which of these books he at the moment needs. On the afternoon 
when Stevenson represents the luxury of enjoyment it may be safely assumed that 
Gibbon will not. The mood that is met by Napier's Peninsular War, or Marbot's 
Lemoirs, will certainly not be met by Haitaorne or Jane Austen, Parkman's ilont- 
calm and wolfe, Motley's History of the Dutch Republic, will hardly fill the 

soul on a day when one turns naturally to the Heimskringla; and there is a sense 
of disconnection if after the Heimskringla one takes up the Oxford Book of French 


Verse. 


Another matter which within certain wide limits each reader must settle for 
himself is the dividing line between (1) not knowing anything about current books, 
and (2) swamping one's soul in the sea of vapidity which overwhelms him who reads 
only "the last new books." To me the heading employed by some revicwers when 
they speak of "books of the week" comprehensively damns both the books themselves 
and the reviewer who is willing to notice them. I would mich rather see the 
heading "books of the year before last." A book of the year before last which 

is still worth noticing would probably be worth reading; but one only entitled 

to be called a book of the week had better be tossed into the wastebasket at 
once. = Theodore .ioosevelt.
